James Robinson, husband of the 
dead woman, was badly hurt, but 
will recover according to word at 
St. Mary's hospital, Racine. 

The three others fatally injured 
were" William C. Ford, 21, West 
AUis; his fiancee, Miss Clesky, 21, 
Milwaukee; and Barbara Steffcn, 
Milwaukee, Wis. 

Richard Peaslee, 21, Milwaukee, 
is in a critical condition at St. 
Luke's hospital, Racine. 

In satisfactory condition besides 
Robinson are Beth Wilson, 18, Rte. 
3, Burlington, Wis., a sister of Mrs. 
Robinson, and Brian Beth, ID, Rte^ 
2, Kenosha. 

Robinson suffered back injuries 
and lacerations on the neck and 
face; Miss Wilson sustained log and 
head injuries, a broken left leg, 
skull injuries, and multiple cuts; 
and Beth received head, internal, 
face cuts,* and wrist injuries. 

The Robinson car was going south 
on Trunk H, and Ford, driver of the 
other car was going east on County 
Line rd. Sheriff James Marshall 
said that neither driver apparently 
saw the other, although they had a 
clear view of each other for a half 
mile and It was 'broad daylight. 

Marshall said that apparently 
neither driver touched a brake, the 
Robinson car hitting the side of 
Ford's car carrying the Milwaukee 
people, knocking it against a tele- 
phone pole. 

Mrs. Robinson and her daughter, 
Ford and Miss Ciesky all were 
dead when authorities arrived and 
Miss Steffan died in St. Catherine's 
hospital 20 mirfutes after the acci- 
dent. 

Robinson told Deputy Harry Ma- 
son: 

."I was going. south. on H. I was 
coming to a crossroad about 50 
miles an hour. One of the kids in 
the back seat said 'Look out', and 
that's all I remember."

DAILY REPORTER: "In a 
recent message to Congress . . . the President spoke 
of the Russians as despots, liars, cheats, and im- 
perialists. We're glad there will be no further con- 
fusion on that point. The very saying of the words, 
from such a source, wilt have a profound effect upon 
world opinion, just as 'good old Joe" and the attribut- 
ing of peaceful intent had a tendency to lull and 
confuse the world in the past."

Economic Highlights, » 

"A "week" of more than ordinary importance 
will be celebrated during the April 21-27 period. It 
is Medical Education Week, and the sponsorship' In- 
cludes the American Medical Association, the Asso- 
ciation of American Medical Colleges, the National 
Fund for Medical Education, and other such organi- 
zations. The "week's" general purpose is to develop 
public understanding of the aims, problems and 
progress of medical education. 

In this connection, a leaflet published by the 
AMA, entitled "What's Up With Our Medical 
Schools?" provides a mine of information — and also 
clears up some more or less common misconceptions. 
The booklet takes seven myths which have to do 
with the state of medical education, then counters 
them with the actual facts. 

Myth 1: Medical school graduates are not keep- 
ing pace with the poppulation growth. Fact: While 
our general population increased 80 per cent during 
the 1910-1955 era, the supply of doctors increased 120 
per cent. The number of doctors in this country is 
at a record ratio of one to every 730 persons, a pro- 
portion exceeded only by Israel, which has an abnor- 
mal number of refugee physicians. 

Myth 2: Medical schools try to keep their enroll- 
ments as low as possible. Fact: In less than 50 years 
medical school enrollments rose more than 128 per 
cent. New records in the size of enrollments and 
graduating classes are constantly being made. 

Myth 3: Medical schools refuse admission to a 
vast number of applicants. Fact: In a recent year 
more than half of all applicants were accepted. More 
and more, medical schools arc competing with each 
other for the better-qualified applicants. 

Myth 4: Only "A" students are admitted to medi- 
cal schools. Fact: In a recent year, only 17 per cent 
of the students had "A" averages in their prcmedi- 
cal work, as against 09 per cent with "B" averages 
and 14 per cent with "C." Most medical schools give 
important consideration to character, personality, 
leadership, and other non-scholastic factors when se- 
lecting applicants. 

Myth 5: Medical schools fail to grow with the 
times. Fact: The number of approved schools in this 
country increased from 66 in 1910 to 81 in 1955, and a 
number of new schools are now being developed. At 
the same time, large numbers of sub-standard schools 
and "diploma mills" have been closed. Such schools 
were a scandal years ago. 

Myth 6: The AMA attempts to restrict the num- 
ber of physicians. Fact: The AMA has neither the 
authority or desire to control the size of the enroll- 
ment or the number of graduates. It may recom- 
mend a ceiling on enrollment only when it appears 
overcrowding of facilities may endanger the quality 
of instruction. 

Myth 7: Medical schools are hard pressed for 
operating funds and only the federal government 
can meet their needs. Fact: Medical schools do need 
^orc income. The profession welcomes one-time 
j federal grants to the schools for worthy purposes. 
But it opposes continuing federal aid lest the govern- 
ment seek to control that which it finances. Medical 
educators arc confident that increased private funds 
will be made available to schools once their needs 
become more widely known.

Be Large in 1957? 



Chicago — Construction will con- 
tinue at a record pace this year, 
although there will be little change 
in the volume of residential build- 
ing. 

This is the opinion of John M. 
Neff, manager of the ceramics and 
.vtelherals research department at 
^Armour Research Foundation of 
Illinois Institute of Technology, Chi- 
cago, 
' He believes total construction will 
I set a record In 1957, as it did last 
year, but that private home con- 
struction — which failed to live up 
to expectations last year — will not 
do much better in 1057, 

"This latter point does not reflect 
a recession in the building indus- 
try as some people seem to think," 
Neff declared. "The building In- 
dustry is holding its own in our 
growing economy, but not in the 
areas that were expected." 

The volume of all types of con- 
struction last year totaled over $44 
billion, on Increase- of 3 per cent 
over 1355. Residential construc- 
tion In 1056, however, was down 8 
per cent from the previous year. 
" This does not indicate that the 
supply of housing is catching up to 
demand, Neff contended. But it 
does reflect, he said, a more cau- 
tious attitude on the part of people 
who arc house hunting.

Some 1,^00 Easter Seal appeals 
were in the malls this week to An- 
tioch citizens as the annual cam- 
paign to aid crippled children and 
to expand facilities for rehabilita- 
tion of the crippled opened. 

Mrs. Sybil Stclskal, Jtothcrs Ln., 
chairman of the Easter Seal appeal 
in Antioch. announced the opening 
of the campaign which runs through 
April 21. 

The Crippled Children's Aid Asso- 
ciation of Lake county, which con- 
ducts the annual appeal In correla- 
tion with the National- Society for 
Crippled Children and Adults, pro- 
vides physical therapy In conjunc- 
tion with educational facilities, fi- 
nancial aid, and equipment for 
crippled children in Lake county. 

Countywidc goal in the campaign 
this year is $25,000. 

Facilities of the county associa- 
tion include maintenance of a spe- 
cial classroom at Waukcgan for 
crippled children from throughout 
the county, with the cooperation of 
: the Waukcgan City School system 
and the State Department of Special 
-Education, which regulates such 
schools. 

Funds raised by the annual Easter 
Seal appeal pay the salaries of a 
qualified dietician, a matron, and 
a registered nurse, whose skills are 
needed in special care of the chil- 
dren and to fulfill the directions of 
the individual child's physician. In 
addition the association and the 
state aid in payment of transporta- 
tion costs of children from through- 
out the county. 

"Future gools of the association," 
said Judge L. Eric Carey, Lake 
County campaign chairman for the 
Easter Seal appeal, "are the estab- 
lishment of a second room some- 
where in Lake county and establish- 
ment of a rehabilitation center 
staffed with a physical therapist and 
an occupational therapist. Such 
projects take planning, which is in 
the hands of our board of directors 
for 1056-57." 

Under state regulation, a physi- 
cally crippled child may enroll in 
the school if he is of "sound mind," 
but must have the recommendation 
of his family doctor. State regu- 
lations limit the number of children

An eloquent plea, "In Defense of 
the Motorist," was mndc today by 
Matthew C. Siclski, director of the 
Safety and Traffic Engineering de- 
partment of the Chicago Motor 
Club. Speaking boforcthe 43rd an- 
nual Illinois Highway Engineering 
Conference at the University of Illi- 
nois, Mr. Sielski exposed many fal- 
lacies about automobile accidents. 

Among major fallacies which 
have become fixed in the mind of 
the public by fright campaigns, Mr. 
Sielski mentioned the false idea that 
excessive speed is the principal

Taxpayers should be careful to 
retain complete and accurate copies 
of their 1950 federal income tax re- 
turns after filing originals with the 
district office of the Internal Rev- 
enue Service, H. Alan Long, district 
director, warned today. 

"Copies of 1040's and llMOA's kept 
with other important financial doc- 
uments enable taxpayers to main- 
tain better 1957 records of income 
and expense, and serve as a helpful 
guide in preparing returns in fu- 
ture years," Mr. Long said. 

Copies of all other tax returns and 
records, Federal, state or municipal,

The traffic engineer also criti- 
cized such useless and unfair efforts 
to control traffic problems as un- 
realistic speed limits, unmarked pa- 
trol cars, roadblocks, crackdown 
campaigns and other measures in- 
spired by hysteria. Some of these 
measures were shown to have the 
opposite effect of increasing traffic 
hazards instead of decreasing them. 
Unrealistic speed limits, create con- 
tempt for the law, and unmarked 
patrol cars lose an excellent oppor- 
tunity to control traffic violators 
by their presence, whereas a clearly 
identifiable police car serves to 
make all motorists in the vicinity 
more conscious of traffic regula- 
tions. 

Misconceptions about traffic prob- 
lems have given rise to sweeping 
and reckless condemnations of the 
motoing public, Mr. Sielski de- 
clared. One nationally circulated 
magazine went to far as to charac- 
terize the motorist as "the most law- 
les of all Americans." Considering 
that this statement encompasses a 
group of 75,500,000 licensed drivers 
in the United States, it seems un- 
realistic to condemn almost half of 
our total population as drunken 
morons who arc guilty of criminal 
negligence on our highways. 

Actually, the average motorist is 
a good driver who performs well on 
roads which often are inadequate 
to handle their traffic load. Mr. 
Sielski pointed out that there has 
been a steady decrease in the num- 
ber of deaths per miles traveled 
over the past 25 years. For instance, 
the U. S. fatality rate for 1935 was 
15.9 per 100,000.000 vehicle miles, 
but in 1955 this figure had been re- 
duced to 0.2 per 100,000,000 vehicle 
miles. 

Despite this encouraging trend, 
Mr. Sielski declared that the Chi- 
cago Motor Club had no intention 1 
of creating a complacent attitude 
toward traffic problems. Instead 
of scare campaigns based on the 
misconception of the average moto- 
ist as a John Dillinger on the loose, 
however, he suggested that the logi- j 
cal and continuous educational cam- 
paigns pursued by the club pro- 
duced better results. He cited the 
35 per cent reduction in the fatality | 
rate of pedestrian in the 5-14 year
